Parish Council Notes 
lirs. S. Fromant and Nr. Tf. Barnes were appointed Managers of Bar Hill ochool. 


Mr. Dale represented the Council at a meeting on end July, held to discuss the 
siting of a Bus Lay-by. The sus Company wanted a site on the roundabout, but the 
Parish Council and the County Planners wented the buses brought to the planned site 
at the Mall. 


The aid of the Education Department was being sought to obtain a quotation of 
the cost of preparing the site for the Village Green. The existing land drainage 
system may prove adequate »ut at the T™env’ no p.on of the system can be found. 
If the land is made orer to tue Parisi Council in time, it covid be possible to 
plough the land this autumn, but seeding will have to wait until next ycar.

Norton and Wilkins as representatives of Youth organisations, produced tne foi 10 faa

3. a neetire with the youth of the Village. ‘he meeting will be heid at 
8 p.m. on 7th September in the ochool hall. 


The Council would like to see the main Village car park used by visitors to the 
shops and The Fox. Granted that it is slightiy less ccnvenient, but such a practice 
would reduce the chance of accidents aud at the same time improve the general 
appearance of the area. The Council is looking into the possibility of obtaining 
more casual parking space on Phase 2 where parking is a problem. A further traffic 
problem is the damage being done by heavy lorries parked overnight within the 
Village. Few of the roads or lay-bys are of a strong enough construction. ‘he 
noise from these lorries has been another source of complaint. 


The Council would like to acknowledge the promptness with which the Developers 
filled in, and sloped off the sides of, the ponds in the Village park. This has 
reduced the fears of many parents.

Gardening Club 8 | 


We had a very enjoyable trip to Bressingham Gardens cn 4th July. The weather 
was good and everyone had a happy time. We hope to arrange more trips in the future. 


As you all know, we are holding a "vest garden!' competition. Furcher details 
will be supplied at a later datc, but we hope everyene will enter Class 3. 


Gardening Hints for August. Keep weeding and water when appropriate. a sprinkler 
isa gocd - investment. Break up the scil. Remove blocms as they die and, of course, 
l:eep the sced pods. 


Divide and transplant peonies, stake daklias and michaecliias daisies. Top-dress 
carnations in rich soil and cut lavender before the buds open. Sow calendular, 
candytuft and calliopsis seeds, plant madonna lilies and pot up Christmas bulbs. 


There is still time to plant winter greens, vow winter radish and lettuce. 
Sow onions to stand over winter for a spring crop. Lift second carly potatoes, 
remove surplus foliage from tomatoes. Sow mignonette, pot up primulas and cinerarias 
if not already done. Remove weak stems from rambler roses. 
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
